The tornado first atnick lut nlshl 
at WlndygBtei, Mm. on the Cona- 
dlaa border where one man wai 
killed. The twister then cut a nar- 
row path into the United states, 
across the northeast comer of North 
Dakota, hammered into the Red 
River vallejr and blew Itself out In 
Minnesota. 

Town Lcreled 

Obeerrers said the greatest dam- 
age woB done bs high winds that 
flanked the tornado. At Warsaw, 
N. D., whfch was not hit by the 
*3iaat tornado funnel, high winds 
leveled every building except a 
Catholic church and one other struc- 
ture. It was reported. 

A heavy toll was prevented at 
Oslo. Minn., as a crowd of approxi- 
mately 400 persons attending a base- 
ball game saw the approach of the 
storm. After racing to safety imtll 
the storm passed, players and spec- 
QfAUxn formed rescue squads and 
'toured the ravaged areas, rushing 
the Injured to the hospital at War- 
len, Minn. . 

6 Die In Farmhouse 

At the end of Its path It struck a 
farmhouse four and a half mllQS east 
of here killing six of the 30 occu- 
pants. The house was wrecked and 
the other 14 occupants were Injured, 
seven critically. Nineteen were mem- 
bers of a family of migratory work- 
ers of Mexican descent who had 
come from San Antonio. Tex., to 
work in the sugar beet fields. 

Rescuers had to wash mud and 
debris from the dead and injured 
before they could be Identified or 
treated. 

Ambulances fnjm Grand Porks, 
N. D„ and Warren, Mlmi., took .the 
30 Injured to a hoapltal at Warren, 
where 1& were released after treat- 
ment.

Without mentioning the Soviet union by name, Mr. Truman struck 
out at "organized mistinist" which he said leads the world's people "away from peace and 
unity," He called for an end of "propaganda attacks upon other nations." 

The United States is "living up to its responaibilitica for creating the economic conditions of peace," the President 
said in an Independence day address from the porch ot Monticello, home of Thomas Jefferson, Then, in an obvloas 
reference to the breakdown of the preliminary Paris conference on the European aid proposal of Secretary Marshall, 
he declared: 

"Yet, certain nations today are withholding their support of reconstruction plans on the ground that this would 
mean interference by some nations in the internal affairs of others. This is as fallacious as , the refusal of a man to

It has startled 
the calendar with heavy summer 
snow In the northern rockles and 
unseasonably cold temperatures In 
New England, the great lakes region 
and the northern plains.

Serve 6 Months 
At Own Request 



KIMBERLY, July H — At his own 
request and more than half a year 
after he was sentenced, E)ce Tate, 
Klmbcrly, Is to begin serving a six- 
month Jail sentence. 

Justice of Peace Dennis Smith 
disclosed Thursday that Tate had 
appeared In his court last January 
charged with Intoxication and dis- 
turbing the peace as well as having 
appeared previously on i^llar 
charges. 

When In court last Januory, Tate 
asked that he be given & stiff sen- 
tence to be suspended on the condi- 
tion he keep sober. Judge Smith 
said. In the hope that with such a 
sentence hanging over his head he 
could avoid being haled Into court 
again. 

Judge Smith granted Tate's re- 
quest at that time— sentencing him 
lo six months In Jail and suspending 
the sentence on condition that Tale 
stay away from Intoxicants and 
not become drunk. 

Thursday, Tate told the Judge he 
had violated the conditions of the 
suspended sentence and asked to be 
commiUcd to Jail. He was given 
until Aug. I to arrange his personal 
affairs. On that day he will begin 
serving his six-month sentence.

WASHINQTON. July 4 W— The 
senate parsed Thursday and sent 
Ihe house bills to permit six Basques 
who are In this country Illegally to 
remain. 

The Bosques came to this country 
and deserted to become shepherds on 
western ranges. They include An- 
tonio ArBUlnzonlo.^ Shoshone, Ida.; 
Simon Permin Ibarra and Pedro 
Ugalde, Twin Palls, and Santiago 
Nuveran, Owyhee county, Ida. 



Discharge Pay in 
Army Removed 

Musterlng-cut-pay la a thing of 
the past for men who enlisted after 
July 1. Lieut a. p. Claxton, Twin 
Palls army recruiting officer, re- 
ported today. 

All other rights under the OI 
bill will atlU be In effect. Ueuten- 
ant Claxton added. These include 
such Items as family allowances, 
educational assistance and loans. 

Reported as part of the army's 
new "career plan." the new amend- 
ments also make it possible for en- 
listed men In the first three grades 
to enlist for an indefinite pferlod 
of time with tho privilege of resign- 
"tag after three years. Another 
feature permits promotions to PPO 
upon completion of basic training 
and makes that promotion man- 
datory alter four month's service.
